Tests will be made on adjustments from very small 
Spacing to 2mm with range of tensions. If you want 

a wider gap than that, I'm not the person to test it. 
:-) Some have mentioned that they prefer attractive 
magnetic setup over repulsive and complained about 

the inverse force over distance, etc. I'm a Physicist 
and I can tell you that over the small distances that 
I move the paddle, I don't think I go far enough to 
worry about the change. I seems fairly constant to 
me. IMHO. I'll try to figure a cheap way to measure 
it. The force on the paddles is in the same direction, 
i.e. I have to push them inwards on all the paddles. 


What I will do is hook each paddle up to a AEA MM-3 

and then a CMOS III keyer. I will send for five minutes 
the same text on each paddle and make a judgemental call 
as to ease, feel, and overall quality of the paddle in use. 
Rank them according to wear and tear on the operator, etc. 


I will make up a table of the results and post. Then 
let the flame wars begin. :-)

Last night I asked why my Sierra was deaf - well, I said I wanted to 
apply Zen radio principles, so left it. You sly foxes didn't let me in 
on any hints (I think I know why, hi) and left me do do my own detective 
work. 


Well, as I suspect 145 people who did the same thing as I did and said to 
themselves ‘let ‘em sweat it out' thought I should do, I did. Traced what 
is supposed to happen, and realized that the transformr T1 on the band 
module was wound backward. YO! 16:1 and 1:16 yield two different results 
babe! ! 


For those who care for a lesson: I realized today that although I was 
hearing the test signal out of the dummy load, the RF gain pot ajustment 
was havinmg no effect - obviously the sig. was just generally getting 
into the Sierra through ambient RF, and not via the antenna wire mostly 
(proved by removing antenna of 3 feet wire used as pickup, as per the 
instructions in the manual). 

Following up what I began to see as the way its supposed to be, I 
reversed the thing, and now seem to hear the little bit that is on 40m . 
here at 11:45 p.m. and the RF gain DOES now have effect. Real proof will 
be tomorrow when the band reactivates with actiivity. Pretty sure this is 
the correction required. 


So, this was a real basic error, and I should have NOT done it to begin 
with, but as happens some confusion reigned and led to the thing not 
getting the primary of one turn as the input, so live and learn and I 
won't ever do that mistake again. There are so many others I can 
potentially make instead. This is how we learn. 


And at least I did not have to use Pirsig's other Zen suggestion - get 
some shears and cut a shim from a beer can. (Those who know the book will 
get this, but for those who have not, it refers to a fellows reluctance 
to tighten the loose handlebars on his expensive BMW with something as 
‘low tech' as a piece of beer can). 


Re: 1.5 watts of RF out. I will try the one suggestion and so some coil 
turn space squeezing. But I am certain QRPp has addressed this and I will 
look for some more power in the past comments there and what I might have 
kept in my mail archive re. the Sierra. However, of course your hints at 
maxing the powere (MRF237 installed) as welome here. 


Looking to see if I can pull off a #1 Sierra 40 m. contact tomorrow. In 
the meantime I will try to wind up toroids for 80m. and get it on the air 
within the next couple nites on 80m. You can be sure T1 is going in 
correctly. 


To the weekday qrp-l readers and 'bulk' readers, sorry I beat you to it, 
I know its quieter on qrp-l on weekends and I really didn't expect the 
big help to arrive until Monday. More opportunities to screw my head in 
the correct direction will come soon, I promise.

I've operated CW and keyboard (packet, pactor, gtor) while mobile on the 
friendly freeway system in Los Angeles. Usually QRO, but tried some 3 watt 
data while mobile on 160 for fun. 


The system was an IC-735 (with QRP front panel mod), AH-2 military style 
whip/wire autotuner inside at the base of an Antenna Specialists 9' whip and 
ball mount. Have also used Hustler "bug-catchers" and Mobile-Mark helical 
whips with the tuner.. have to use a Heliwhip on 160. For data I use a 
Kantronics KAM and a Toshiba mono laptop running "Procomm" (a modem comm 
program which works well on packet). The vehicle is a full-sized Ford E-250 
van. If I want higher antenna efficiency, I park somewhere and remove the 
whip replacing it with a random wire 50 to 100 feet in length. 


Haven't tried it yet, but the fold-down armrests in the van would make a good 
place to temporarily velcro a key/keyer so one's arm is in a good position 
for sending. I have used headphones which is a no-no in the People's 
Republic of California, but the copy is a lot easier (road noise and HF noise 
clash). 


The responses you get when you tell the other party you're mobile on LA's 
freeways while using a straight key or keyboard are always amusing. The poor 
buggers are stunned and usually wish you safe driving when QRT. You learn to
